Inspector Steers was at Police Head
quarters yesterday, and took occasion to contra-
dict a putt of the statement made by President
Martin nt the Polios Hoard meet Ins on Friday
about sending out men In plain dress to make
excise arrests. Sir. Rtccrs had n talk with
Superintendent Byrnes In the latter' office.
Afterward he mado the follow Inn statement!

"The resolution condemning the spjr system
Was passed by the Police Hoard In September,
1801, In May tlio following j rr 1 was acting

i Superintendent during tlio absence of Superln- -
' ,' tendent Dyrnes. On ono Hnturday, when Mr.
I Byrnes was away visiting his family In the

country. Commissioner Mnrttn caino to Head- -
Quarters and asked for tho Superintendent. I
told him that Mr. Byrnes was nway and that I
wnsnctlng Inhls place. He thereupon directed
mo to call all the precinct commanders to Head
quarters and call their attention to tho
resolution adopted by the Hoard In September,
1801, and direct them not to send police-
men tin plain dress Into saloons for
the purpose of making excise arrests. Ho said
to mo that It was the Intent of tho resolution
that no police officers In plain clothes should be
utilized to make excise arrests. I told the Com-
missioner thnt t did not feel like Issuing an
order of that kind whllo tho Superintendent was

( away. Mr. Martin then said that he represented
f nil the Commissioners, and that It was his with

I should carry out the directions given me. I
accordingly sent for nil the Captains and pre-
cinct commnndcrs, and they assembled at l'o-ll-

Headquarters In the afternoon. When they
were all there I read tho resolution to them, and
called their attention to what Commissioner
Martin had said.
Z." As I remember now, there had been n large
number of excise arrests the prevlons Sunday
by men In citizens' clothes, and tho liquor deal-
ers complained about It. Tho orders which I gave
the Captalns,undcr Commissioner Martln'adlrec-tlon- ,

were of courso obeyed. Commissioner Mar-
tin was very positive In his statement to me that
It was tho intent of the resolution that policemen
In plain dress should not be utilized to make
exclso arrests."

President Martin, after reading Mr. Steers's
statement, said:

" There Is not ono word of truth In tho state- -
tnent that I directed Inspector Steers to toll the

r-
-

Captains not to utilize policemen In plain clothes
to get evidence against liquor dealers. It was
brought to my attention that tho practice of
sending out policemen generally In plain dress
to act as sneaks and spies and Induce saloon
Keepers to vlolato the law was being continued,
in splto of the resolution of the Hoard con-
demning such a proceeding. I called at Police
Headquarters one Saturday In May, 1803, and
asked for the Superintendent to talk with
him an the subject. Mr. Hyrnes was away,
anil I was told that Inspector Steers waa In
chnrge. I sent for him and conversed with him
In the corridor. 1 told him that the resolution
of the Hoard condemning the practice of tho
police acting as spies was being overlooked, and
that It uould bo well for him to call the atten-
tion of the Captains to the resolution. I said
nothing whatever about ordering tho Captains
not to utilize policemen In plain clothes, and 1 had

iij no controversy whatever with the Inspector. In- -
I epector Steers was perfectly willing to receive mv

suggestion, and It was not until two or three
days later that I heard that he had called all
the Captains together and rrad the Hoard's reso-
lution to them. I positively deny that I ever

') raid to the Inspector that it was tho Intent of
the resolution that no policemen should be sent
out In plain clothes to make excise arrests. It
1st falsehood."

f Sixteen arrests for violation of tho Kxclselaw
were mado yesterday between 1 o'clock In the
morning and fi.

The first cose brought before Justice Hogan at
Jefferson Market was that of Oeorge Illnchon
of 5H Eleventh avenue.who was arrcstedby Off-
icer Curley of the Twentieth precinct for selling
him a glass of beer after 1 o'clock. As soon
as the officer had stated his case. Justice Hogan
said:" Don't you know that you had no right to en-
ter that man's placo after closing hours t The
law is very clear on this point, and you aro dis-
obeying it whon you make an arrest such as this.
I am at n low to understand this sudden wava
of zeal thnt has swept over the Pollco Depart-
ment. All of a sudden you men go to work aa If

ou had Just discovered that the saloons were
being kept open attur hours. You tell mo that

. you have had order to enter every placo
I that sou see Is opcr. after hours and

to arrest ta bartender. I do not
' care who give jou such orders,

whether It bo Captain, or Commissioner, or
buperintendent, jou aro breaking the law when
jou enter a man's place unless jou hate a war-
rant. No matter If ou saw the law openly vio-
lated nu would have no right to enter a man's
Miloon between 1 o'clock and 6 In the morning,
orrai Sunday. The law cxprcwily states this fact,
and we cannot go behind the law . I do not care
what any ono may say, that Is tho law, and if
the people do not like It they will have to make
a new one, that Is all.

"In splto of tho fact that the Superintendent
of I'ollio has said that ho should carry out the
law In spite of three Pollco Justices, 1 say that
we (the Justices! havo no discretion In tho mat-
ter. Here Is the law as It stands, and wo can-
not go behind It:

" Frery officer authorised to mate srrests on crim-
inal pre ess In any city or town In which any licensed
premise a are situated may enter upon any llcenseel

. premises while the tame ure permitted by the license
if to lie open for the carrying' on of th liquor business."
II "Thero Is tho law, and as It stands jou have
If got to obey it. I ennnnt alter it. nor can the

buperintendent or anyone hut tho Legislature;
of this State. I do not In the least care for the
strictures that have Ik en made upon me, but I
am going to administer tho law as It Is and not
as It may be given mn by tho pollee. When tho
great reform administration in llrooklyn was
begun this same sort of business wus gono
through with, but after election the thing went
on In tho same old way, and is going on to-d-

Just as It has for years. Some time after tho
reform Administration got In the .Major was
waited n by a committee of clergymen,
among them Dr. Flnck. They wanted him to
close the side doors on Sunday. When they did
not get any satisfaction from him they went to
the Pollcw 'omniIoner. What did he say to
them? Wlii. this: 'Gentlemen. I thought jou
were In sympathy with this Administration.
Don't jou know-tha- t if wo cloeo the side doors
on huuday we will lose HO.OOO (krman otes,
which will go back tn MrLnughlln and the
ring.' Ifthat had lieen bald by a Commissioner
In Oils city he would have been indicted.

Ktter'a wort for thenight ended when ho arrested John Dunphy of
104 East llath street. Tho baker role was
played In that case, too.

Saloon Keeper Michael Hymen of 001 Amster-
dam avenue, who was arrested by OfficerHaughey, made a startling statement. He said
tho policeman forced his way Into the saloon attho mouth nf a pistol, compelled him to violate
the law, and then arrested .htm. In denial of
this Hangher said that when he went to the
salooti tho side door was oiien and there were
seven men In the place drinking and playing
pool. He arrested tho proprietor after taking a
glass of beer which woa on the bar. As he did
so, he says, the crowd surged around him andbegan to push him about. He drew his revol-
ver and threatened to shoot If he was molested.

The four prisoners, on lielng arraigned before
Justice Tafntor In the Harlem Police Court,
were held In $100 ball each to await the action
of the Urand Jury.

Civil Justice I.yna Disposed to Treat Of.

rtadtna: Merehaata with Lenity,
Since the Lexnw Commltteo received evidence

of street obstruction and alleged bribery of the
police there has been a strenuous enforcement
of the ordinance against snch obstruction tn
the lower part of the city. Hundreds of such
cases have been tried before Justice Wanhope
I,ynn of tho First District Court and hundreds
more are pending In his court. Ills district
Is west of Hroadway and below Bprlng street.

Tho ordinance provides that merchants may
use the sidewalks only within thrco feet of tho
house line, and must remove all articles beyond
such distance within a reasonable time. Tlio
flno Is S and costs, which amount to S4.S0. The
collection of these flues Is Imposed upon tlio
Corporation Attorney.

Justice Lynn disposed of moro than S00 of
theso cases last Friday, and more than 100 po-

licemen had to spend a large part of the day In
his court watting for their cases to bo reached.
So far the Judge has Imposed fines In very few
coses.

When tho coao of Samuel I). Downs, who was
charged with having crates on the walk for three
hours, was called, Mr. Downs called attention to
tho modification of the old ordinance, about six
months ago, by tho Common Council, and spoke
of his Instrumentality with other merchants In
effecting the change by presenting the matter
before the Hoard. " We pleaded," he said. " for
Just what jou suggest wo should bo allowed to
have; certain hours, say from midnight to 8
o'clock In the morning, during which we may
block the sidewalk, excepting a free passage for
pedestrians. The Common Council saw the jus-

tice of our position, but tho City Improvement
Society opposed us, and the modification of the
ordinance as It now stands waa the only outcome
of that meeting."

Mr. Downs said policemen had come at 1 or 2
o'clock tn the morning and ordered the stdowalk
to bo cleared, with arrest as the alternative.

Judge Lynn, In response, eald: "This Court
recognizes that within Its Jurisdiction lies the
principal produce and wholesale trade of the
city of New York. Huslness representing hun-dre-

of millions of dollars Is transacted within
the limited area In and around that section ly-
ing wen of Hroadway and below Canal street.
The ordinances regulating the use of the side-
walk were evidently made with the Intention of
keeping them free and clear for the common
use of pedestrians. The reasonableness of such
a law cannot bo disputed; but when It Is con-
sidered that this particular section of
the city Is ono great market place where
pedestrians seldom go. except those en-
gaged In builng cr selling products offered
there, and that tho stores cannot meetthe neces-
sities demanded by the Immense volume of
trado; that tho bulk of the goods handled by
the commission merchants In this such
as the various fruits In season, poultry, Ac. Is
brought In at a very earl v hour after midnight
from tho South and West by steamboats and
trains, and that tho storage of such goods In
da:k or damp cellars pending their sate would
speedily destroy them. I think the keeping nf
tlnse prolticts on the streets during the early
hours after midnight Is a necessity which tho
Legislature must soon recognize, and that some
steps should bo taken toward giving rellof to
those engaged tn this great trade.

"The municipalities of Paris, Indon. Berlin,
New Orleans. Chicago, and Cincinnati all recog-
nize that between certain hours of the day the
free and unlimited us of the sidewalks and
streets In business localities should be give j to
tho merchant handling such products. New
York, the greatest mart In tho country for this
trade. Is met by an antiquated ordinance, whose
violation is, under many circumstances, more
hnnoted In tho breach than In the observance.
1 find, upon an examination of tho two hundred
or moro cases now presented ryforo me, that In
no slnzlo Instance Is thero a complaint eman-
ating from any pedestrian Claiming to be an-
noy ed by such obstructions, and no proiicrty
owner sets up any grievance against these mer-
chants. On tho contrary, the landlords and
owners of property all desire to allow their ten-
ants, who pay very heav y rentals, a free and un-
restricted use of the sidewalks for the carrying
on nf their trade." I fully understand that tho Hoard of Alder-
men have no power to extend the privileges of
merchants In the uso of the sidewalks. I think
tho Legislature should be asked to enact n law
allowing merchants In the section of the city
roferred to, between midnight and H o'clock In
the morning or lv: o'clock noon, tho right to use
the sidewalk for the free exhibition, sale, and
storage of this character nf goods, with the re-
striction that there should lie n sufficiently wide
passage for the use of pedestrians.

' I am somewhat surprised nt the excessive
zeal manifested by tlio police In many of the re--

APPO ACCUSES REARDON.

AZSO SATS MR VtAS RKATRX IX
C1IA3TRRR8 STREET ItOSPlTAt.

Hlmaetr raroled-l- la Ran Attempted
Balelde Often or Feigned to Attempt It,

Oeorge Appo, the half-bree- d opium fiend, now
asserts that Mike Ileardon stabbed him on Fri-

day afternoon. He la the only man that says so,
that Is, that says so as an eye witness.

HothAppo and Ileardon were arraigned In
the Tombs yesterday, and It waa then that
Appo made the charge that he had been as-

saulted by Ileardon. Appo was charged with
disorderly conduct tn that he had attempted to
take his own life. He appeared In court
swathed In bandages from hts neck almost to
his eyes, but he had got over his "alcohollo
mania" and was tho same cool, smooth-spoke- n

Appo when he was asked to plead to the charge
made br the arresting officer, Flban.

"That Is a lie," said Appo. "Mike Ileardon
cut my throat."

Justice It) an told Appo to tell his story.
Appo aald that he had started out about noon

to servo some Lexow Commltteo subpoenas for
Mr. Ooff. Falling to find a man he sought In
Harlem, he looked for him In West street, where
he knew him to "hang out" at times. On tho
corner of Liberty and West streets ho met an
old green goods associate, Mlko Ileardon, who
asked htm to take a drink. Ho went with Ilear-
don to Fred Hoar's saloon in the North Illvcr
Hotel, at West and Harclay streets, where he
took a glass of whiskey. Soon after thnt ho felt
dlriy. He partially lost consciousness. Later
ho docs not know how long It waa ho found
himself tn a scrap with Hrardon, who had a
knife raised In his hand. The next that he knew
ho was In the Chambers Street Hospital.

Justice It) an told Appo to make a complaint
against llranlon, and Appo refused. Tho Jus-
tice then Insisted peremptorily on his doing so,
and he did so. Then Ileardon was held In $1,600
ball to answer to tho charge of fctonlous assault
and Appo w as paroled In tho custody of Iaw) rr
Jerome. Lawyor OofTs assistant. Hoth cases
will bo called In the Tombs on Tuesday next for
examination.

Appo had not finished with his nccusatlons.
He aald ho was assaulted In the Chambers Street
Hospital In tho early hours of jestcrday morn-

ing by a nurse, who. Instigated by the police-

man in charge of Appo, punched Appo In tho
Jaw and temple, twisted cords around his left
wrist until it was sore, and attempted to gouge
his remaining eye out. In support of this Appo
showed his left arm, which was black and blue,
and red and swollen from tho hand to tho
elbow, there waa a bruise on his temple, and his
Jaw was swollen. His "good " eye appeared all
right, the ugly knife scars abovo and below It
having teen thero beforo he appeared as a
Lexow witness.

Appo told this story of the assault upon htm
in the hospital In Mr. Ooff 's office, and, while tn
his usual quietly earnest voice ho wasdwolllng
extensively upon tho business, tho
Parkhurst agents who had him In tow may
have discovered some smiles of Incredulity In
the group of listening reporters, for he told
Appo to be cautious about what ho said.

At the hospital it was said that the bruises on
Appo's arms came from his struggling to re-

lease himself from the bandages with which his
arms were tied down. An official at the hos-

pital said that Appo had become quiet nt 0
o'clock P. M. or ho would havo been sent to
Hrllevue. The samo olllctal said that, nltbough
Appo's ravings when he was Admitted to tlio
hospital had been attributed to alcoholism. It
was possible they resulted from drugs. Ho did
not state what drug caused such mental urd
physical excitation cr whether ono doso or a
prolonged course of the drug w ould he reitulred.

IlAcxxtSACK, Sept, BB. Hlcycle rider have a
hard time of It In all part of Hergcn county,
but nowhere are their aggravations greater than
at tho county seat. If they ride foster than a
paco that will permit the only policeman In the
town to count tho spokes In their wheels, It Is

"$S or flvo days)" If an unfortunate ha no bell
or gong on his wheel there Is tho same penalty)
If the policeman, whllo watching the turtles and
frogs In Druggist McFaddcn's aquarium, should
through tho tall of his off ey e see a wheelman's
light jolt out at night. It wnuld again be"flvo
out of your pocket or flvo In tho Jug."

1'or these reasons wheelmen do not pass
through Hackensack more frequently than the
necessities of a run require, and when they nro
within tho precinct tlio pace Is graduated and
conduct regulated to conform to the require-
ments of tho ordinances designed for their guid-

ance.
In the past week circulars were distributed

announcing two blcyclo races this afternoon for
tho championship of the town. The young men
of tho placo had heard of "Zltumy," Johnson,
and other top wheelmen, mid they wanted to es-

tablish a homo record. To make this, their first
contest. Interesting they secured irold. silver,
and bronzo bodges, which were paid for by sub-
scription to which leading citizens contributed.

Tho two races wcro to bo one and flvo miles
(scratch), starting in fruit of Lawyer William
M, Johnson's home, corrcr of Main and Ander-
son streets, which is In the upper purl of the
town and tho most select district. I ho course
was to be up Muln street to the Cherry Hill
schoolhouse and rotum. Only alxiut
of a mile of street under Jurisdiction of tho
Hackensack Improvement Commission was In-

cluded In the course, tho other part being out-
side tho town.

Although the Commission had been aware of
tl o proposed rates for more than a week, noth-
ing was said until last night, when there was a
special meeting of tho official body, and on mo-

tion of President Clarendon It was resolved to
prohibit the rates. Tho three reasons glv en

for this action were: That racing on a pub-
lic street Is contrary to ordinance: If any person
or property were Injured by reason of the races
the town would be liable for damages, and the
young men did not ask permission of the au-
thorities to uso tho street for such a purpose.

1 ho result of this embargo w as a storm of In-
dignation that fully compensated for the miss-
ing West Indian cyclone, borne of the wheel-
men and their friends denounced the authori-
ties In langiiago that would have pleased "Jim
of Oakland," while citizens as conspicuous as
William M. Johnson ami r red E. Srammcll In-
dulged In highly condemnatory declarations.

Leonard Kirby. Oeorge Smith, Oeorge Hrock-ma- n,

K. C. Humphrey, Harry Fosdlck. O. It.
Orlfflths, and n dozen other w hcelmen who were
personally lnteresteel In tho races, spread the
news as thoroughly as possible that the races
would be run nt flldgrfteld, four miles from
Hackensack; but hundreds of people of the
town and surrounding country, unaware of the
prohibition, rr-j-c ceded to the advertised course,
only to bo disappointed.

A comparison Is draw n between this action of
the Commission and Its course in regard to
ho-m- n racing on this very part of Main streot,
which has been ured by horsemen summer and
winter w ithout molestation. The wheelmen de-

clare that tho Commission has a peculiar ani-
mosity against them, which ts displayed on
every opportunity.
